144 MILLION SALES TRANSACTIONS—A NEW RECORD 


The 46th Annual General Ordinary Meeting of Boots Pure 
Drug Company, Ltd., was held, on June 7, at Station Street, 
Nottingham, Lord Trent, chairman of directors, presiding over 
a large attendance of shareholders. 

The Chairman, in moving the adoption of the Report and 
Accounts, said that the net balance, after charging repairs and 
renewals and other items, amounted to £744,865, which was an 
increase of £43,412 on the previous year. This must be con- 
sidered very satisfactory as no part of the increase could be 
ascribed, as in other years, to any special demand for medicines 
on account of an epidemic. 

After payment of all preference and preferred ordinary divi- 
dends and of four quarterly dividends of 6 per cent., less tax, 
on ordinary shares, the company had a balance from the year’s 
profits of £288,115, which, together with the balance from the 
previous year, amounted to £478,302. The directors recom- 
mended the payment of a bonus of 3d. per share, free of income 
tax, on the ordinary shares, absorbing £75,000, which was the 
same as last year. Ordinary shareholders would also have the 
opportunity, if the relevant resolution was adopted, of taking 
up shares in a new issue on advantageous terms. 

Among the financial dispositions of the year was another 
transfer of £30,000, to the General Staff Pension Fund, which 
now amounted to £402,722 4s. 3d. The Fund was started twelve 
years ago, and the directors hoped that a scheme would be in 
operation before the next annual meeting. 

The directors also recommended a transfer to the General 
Reserve Fund of £150,000, which will then stand at £1,650,000, 
and the creation of a Freehold Property Reserve Fund by an 
allocation of £16,017. This left £237,285 to be carried forward 
to next year. 


OVER £2,000,000 SPENT IN FOUR YEARS IN 
EXTENSIONS 


In the Profit and Loss Account it would be seen that the 
depreciation charges were up considerably. A progressive policy 
necessarily involved the ruthless scrapping of obsolete plant, and 
they had always made a great point of keeping their plant 
absolutely up-to-date, and at the present time, when new inven- 
tions and new processes were constantly being made available, 
it was essential not to hesitate to replace out-of-date machinery 
by the most modern. 

It had become fashionable, the Chairman said, in some circles 
to deplore the growth of large concerns and to suggest that they 
constituted an element of weakness to the country. The matter 
of reserve funds had an important bearing on this question. 
It was due to the carefully husbanded reserves of the large 
concerns that the depression through which they had been pass- 
ing was not a good deal worse than it had been. Since 1930, 
the company had spent £2,147,972 on properties, fixtures and 
plant. This had meant that large numbers of people had been 
given employment by the firm, quite apart from their own 17,788 
employees, an achievement only possible because the company 
had the funds available. 

In October last the company opened jts 1,000th branch. By 
March 31 of this year there were 1,025 branches. The sales 
transactions during the year reached the record total of over 
144,000,000. Not only had the company sold more drugs and 
medicines than in any previous year, but the dispensing of pre- 
scriptions had beaten all previous records. 


FURTHER EXTENSIONS 


The results achieved by the reorganisation made possible by 
the new works opened at Beeston last July had more than ful- 
filled expectations, and the directors had decided to go ahead 
immediately with a further block of new buildings at Beeston 
in order to cope with the increased business. 

The continual growth of the firm testified to an ever-increasing 
recognition of the quality of their service, not only by the 
general public, but also by the medical profession. 

The splitting of the ordinary shares of the company into 
smaller dimensions, had resulted in a far wider diffusion of 
shares throughout the country. On March 31, 1934, the total 
number of ordinary shareholders was 16,500, as compared with 
about 5,000 a year before. 

Lord Trent then said: ‘‘ I now turn to an innovation which 
may prove to be momentous in the history of the company and 
perhaps also in a far wider sphere. 








FIVE-DAY WEEK EXPERIMENT 


‘‘ The announcement which was made a few weeks ago that 
we were instituting an experimental five-day week in Notting- 
ham during the summer months without reduction of pay not 
unnaturally attracted a great deal of public interest. It is our 
belief that the data we shall obtain by this experiment will not 
only be of value to ourselves in determining hours of work for 
the future, but will throw a useful light on the whole question 
of workers’ hours and leisure. 

‘“‘It has become a tradition with our company to regard 
service to the public and the well-being of our workers as obliga- 
tions of prime importance. This is not only good social 
philosophy ; it is also good business from the point of view of 
the shareholders. 

‘‘ Under present conditions something like one-sixth of the 
wage-earning population is permanently unemployed. This 
means that the purchasing power of the public as a whole falls 
far short of the nation’s powers of production. 

‘‘ The chief cause of this phenomenon is unquestionably that 
there is not enough money in circulation. As things are to-day, 
an extra pound in the pocket does more good to trade than two 
pounds in the bank. 

‘‘ The proportion of machines to men has steadily increased. 
When you replace human beings by a machine you are doing 
something to reduce purchasing power. 

‘‘ The only practical alternative is the gradual reduction of 
human working hours without a corresponding reduction in 
wages.. This would have the effect of bringing more people into 
employment, giving more leisure to the individual, and increasin 
the general purchasing power of the community. Any practica 
step that we as a firm can take to accelerate this process is not 
only conferring a boon upon the workers, but is helping to en- 
large the volume of purchasing power upon which the growth of 
our own business depends.’’ 

This, Lord Trent said, was a matter for industry itself rather 
than for politicians. Adjustments of this kind depended upon 
a variety of complicated conditions differing widely not only 
between industries, but between departments in the same firm. 


_ Vague talk of a universal 40-hour week all over the world was 


indulged in only by theorists, who could not have the’ remotest 
conception of the actual conditions of industry. 

The welfare of wage-earners was entirely dependent upon their 
firm’s power to sell. Wages were paid out of sales and out of 
nothing else. Sales were the test which must be applied all the 
time, and it was a test which could not be applied from White- 
hall, much less from Geneva. 


ADDITIONAL WEEK’S HOLIDAY FOR MANAGERS 


The company had already instituted an additional week’s 
holiday for shop managers. This concession had meant a sub- 
stantial addition to the permanent staff and was highly appre- 
ciated by the men concerned. He had little doubt that it would 
pay for itself. Referring to the bonus offer of new ordinar 
shares, the Chairman said that during the past ten years all 
expansion had been financed out of their own resources, and it 
was still the policy of the board to do this as far as was 
practicable. But it was desirable to maintain capital resources 
adequate to meet any contingency. In particular they would 
have to deal with the changed position which would be created 
7 the institution of the Staff Pension Fund. The existing total 
of £402,722 was at present invested in the company, but in 
accordance with the best insurance practice, the directors re- 
garded it as desirable that such funds should take the form 
of external securities. 

They had therefore decided to establish a separate fund, which 
would be built up by the gradual withdrawal of the necessary 
capital from the company. It was mainly with this considera- 
tion in mind that they had recommended an issue of 400,000 new 
— shares, which would be offered to existing shareholders 
on the basis of one ordinary share for every 15 ordinary shares 
held on May 3 at the price of 15s. a share. 

A resolution to increase the capital by the creation of 400,000 
new ordinary shares of 5s. each was proposed by Lord Trent, 
seconded by Col. F. T. Braithwaite, and carried unanimously. 

On the proposition of Lord Trent, seconded by Sir Jesse 
Hind, the retiring directors—Lord Mersey, Lord Woolmer, Col. 
F, T. Braithwaite—were re-elected. 

Messrs. Sharp, Parsons and Company, Chartered Account- 
ants, Birmingham and London, were reappointed auditors on the 
motion of Mr. T. 8. Ratcliffe, seconded by Mr. G. C. Bond. A 
special vote of thanks to the staff was accorded.

ANGLO-PERSIAN OIL COMPANY 
REVIEW OF PAST YEAR’S OPERATIONS 


The Twenty-fifth Ordinary General Meeting of the Anglo- 
Persian Oil Company, Limited, was held on June 12, at 
Southern House, Cannon Street, London, E.C. 

Sir John Cadman, G.C.M.G., D.Sc. (the chairman), presiding, 
said : Ladies and gentlemen,—The report and balance-sheet for 
1933 have already been submitted to you. I presume that, 
following the usual procedure, you will allow me to take these 
as read. 

May I now ask you to turn to the balance-sheet? The total 
as compared with that of last year is nearly £2 millions lower. 
This is accounted for by the large royalty payment to the 
Persian Government in 1933, which, of course, affected the total 
for creditors, and also our holding of securities and cash. 

On the assets side of the balance-sheet, under the heading 
Refinery, etc., capital expenditure for the year has been abnor- 
mally low; and as we have continued to provide very ample 
depreciation, a decrease of £860,000 has resulted. 

In this connection it is necessary to realise that much of the 
plant employed in modern refineries may have a short life. 
Improvements in plant construction and design are constantly 
being effected. In consequence, it is sometimes necessary to 
scrap plant that is still in good working order and to replace 
it by apparatus of more modern design with the object of 
securing maximum efficiency. 


AMPLE CASH RESOURCES 

Under the headings British and Colonial Government Secu- 
rities and Cash there is a drop from last year of just over 
£1,800,000, but, as I have already mentioned, we have settled 
in full all past liability for royalty to the Persian Government, 
and, in addition, we have advanced to the British Tanker 
Company such funds as it required for the repayment of out- 
standing Debentures on July 1 last. 

In view of the ample financial resources of the company, 
your directors have come to the conclusion after careful con- 
sideration that the Debenture stock of the Anglo-Persian Oil 
Company, amounting to £4,850,000, should be repaid. Official 
notices were posted yesterday to all Debenture-holders to that 
effect. I am satisfied that after repayment of these Debentures 
the company will have adequate liquid resources for any require- 
ments that can be foreseen. 


PROFIT AND LOSS ACCOUNT 

Looking now at the profit and loss account, it is a disappoint- 
ment that trading profits are slightly less than those of last 
year. So far as prices are concerned, conditions have remained 
unsatisfactory. 

As I mentioned last year, the whole of the royalty and taxa- 
tion payable by the company and its subsidiaries is now 
grouped in one item—Royalty and Taxation payable to Persian 
Government. Larger throughput has meant larger payments, 
and in addition the higher price of gold has been an appreciable 
factor in augmenting the total. Income-tax, which last year 
appeared on the credit side owing to abnormal circumstances, 
now reverts to its customary position as a debit, its amount 
being £305,418. 

We have provided as usual for extra depreciation and Deben- 
ture stock redemption reserve, and the balance available after 
providing for the Preference dividends has enabled us to 
recommend the payment of a dividend of 74 per cent. on the 
Ordinary stock, the same as last year, and to increase the 
carry-forward by some £60,000, 


PRODUCTION 
Production has followed its normal course throughout the 
year, with results which have been wholly satisfactory. As 


you are aware, we draw our supplies of oi] mainly from two 
fields, Masjid-i-Sulaiman and Haft Kel. The total quantity 
of oil obtained from these fields amounted to some 7 million 
tons, of which 5 million were extracted from Masjid-i-Sulaiman 
and 2 million from Haft Kel. 


REFINING 

During the past year the company’s refinery organisation has 
had to deal with a considerably increased volume of work. 
Our refineries at Abadan, Alwand, Swansea, Grangemouth, 
Uphall, Melbourne, and Douai had to be kept in constant and 
efficient operation. The L’Avera refinery near Marseilles was 
commissioned in August last. Plans for the Kermanshah 
refinery have been prepared; and arrangements are in hand for 
a considerable extension of the cracking and distillation equip- 
ment at Abadan. 

IRAQ 

Production from the Iraq section of our Naft Khana field 
has been maintained at the level necessary to meet local 
requirements. Our other interests in Iraq are represented by 
our substantial investment in the Iraq Petroleum Company. 

The achievements of that company during the last two years 
have been a focus of interest in the petroleum world. No less 
that 1,150 miles of pipeline have been laid across regions which 
are largely desert. Approximately 22 million ton-miles of 
transport will have been performed before the pipeline is ready 
for operation. Less than 400 Europeans and Americans have 
been engaged in skilled operations, and have trained, super- 
vised, and controlled some 12,000 local workers. 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted.

Wholesale Prices in May (Page 881)

of between 6 and 7 per cent. were recorded for cereals 
and textiles other than cotton and wool, and there were 
smaller decreases for ‘‘ Other food ’’ and ‘* Other 
metals and minerals.’’ 

A comparison of the 150 price averages for May with 
those relating to April shows 36 increases and 60 
decreases, the 53 articles of food accounting for 25 of 
the former and 19 of the latter. Of the 25 increases for 
food, 19 were of less than 5 per cent., 3 were of 
between 5 and 15 per cent., and 3 were of between 15 
and 21 per cent. Of the 19 decreases, 12 were of less 
than 5 per cent. and 7 were of between 5 and 15 per 
cent. 

The averages for industrial materials show 11 in- 
creases, 6 of these being of less than 5 per cent., 3 of 
between 5 and 10 per cent., and 2 (rubber and! linseed 
oil) of nearly 12 per cent., and 41 decreases, of which 
83 were of less than 5 per cent., 5 of between 5 and 
10 per cent., and 3 (raw wool and two seasonal 
decreases for household coal) were between 11 and 
14 per cent. 

The table on page 882 shows the average monthly 
wholesale prices of 60 principal commodities included 
in the index. 

Of the quotations for cereals which are included in 
the table, English and Canadian wheat were dearer by 
11 and 4 per cent., respectively, flour was slightly 
dearer, while maize and barley were cheaper by 8 and 
5 per cent. respectively. In the meat group, increases 
of 18 per cent. for English mutton and of from 7 to 
8 per cent. for Scotch beef and Argentine chilled beef 
were recorded. Among ‘‘ Other foods,’’ New Zealand 
butter was dearer by 4 per cent., and Danish butter 
and Indian tea were slightly cheaper. 

Of the industrial materials included in the table, the 
only variations in price in the iron and steel group were 
small increases for tinplates and galvanised corrugated 
sheets and a slight decrease for boiler plates. House- 
hold coal (Nottingham best brights) showed a seasonal 
decrease of over 13 per cent., while one class of indus- 
trial coal was dearer by over 3 per cent. Copper, lead, 
tin and zinc were all slightly cheaper. Slight decreases 
were recorded for cotton (raw, yarns, and cloths) follow- 
ing decreases in each month since February, and for 
hemp, but the decline in prices of wool tops in oil, wool 


MINERAL OIL REFINING 


Particulars indicating the extent of the petroleum 
refining operations in Great Britain during the year 
1983 are now available. Information for earlier years 
is also included for the purpose of comparison. These 
particulars are in continuation of those furnished in the 
 B.T.J.”’ of June 22, 1933, and previously. Some of 
the figures formerly given for earlier years have been 
slightly revised. 

The larger proportion of the material treated at the 
refineries consists of crude petroleum as it comes from 
the wells, but substantial quantities of other kinds of 
imported petroleum such as distillates, kerosene and 
heavy oil residues are also treated.

Items not included in the Table.—With regard to 
the commodities the prices for which are included in 
the compilation of the index but not shown in the 
accompanying table, the most noticeable variations in 
price in the food groups were an increase of nearly 
16 per cent. for Scotch mutton and of 20 per cent. for 
oranges. Decreases of about 12 per cent. were re- 
corded for apples and onions, and there was a decline 
of less than 5 per cent. in the two quotations for 
potatoes. Among industrial materials, large seasonal 
reductions were recorded for household coal, raw 
wool was cheaper by about 11 per cent., linseed oil 
was dearer by 12 per cent., and the average prices of 
ox and heifer hides and cowhides increased by over 
5 per cent. and nearly 8 per cent., respectively.

The total quantities of crude oil imported showed an 
increase of approximately 6 per cent. over the previous 
year. Imports from Persia and Venezuela again 
decreased, while those from Mexico and Peru again 
increased. Peru now takes second place as a supplier 
of crude oil to Great Britain.

During the twelve months ended March, 1934, the 
value of imports decreased, as compared with the 
corresponding period of 1933, by Ks. 17 crores, or 
13 per cent., amounting to Rs, 115 crores, and total 
exports, including re-exports, rose by Rs. 14 crores, or 
10 per cent., to Rs. 150 crores. Exports of Indian 
merchandise showed an increase of Ks. 14 crores, or 
10 per cent., and re-exports also rose by Rs. 20 lakhs, 
or 6 per cent. The grand total of imports, exports and 
re-exports amounted to Rs. 265 crores, as against 
Ks. 268 crores, a decrease of Rs. 3 crores, or 1 per cent. 

Imports of treasure (private and Government) 
declined by Rs. 1,03 lakhs to Rs. 1,96 lakhs. Gold 
bullion decreased by Rs. 5 lakhs to Rs. 83 lakhs, sove- 
reigns and other British gold coin by Rs. 16 lakhs to

Rs. 24 lakhs, and other coined gold fell by Rs. 18,000 
to Rs. 24 lakhs. The value of silver imported decreased 
by Rs. 81 lakhs to Rs. 82 lakhs and imports of currency 
notes rose by Rs. 12,000 to nearly Rs. 44 lakhs. 
Exports of treasure decreased by Rs. 5,10 lakhs to 
Rs. 65,57 lakhs. Exports of gold amounted to 
Rs. 58,15 lakhs, as against Rs. 66,84 lakhs in the 
preceding year. 


CONTINUED RECOVERY IN UNITED Kinapom TRADE 


In the survey for the year 1932-33 it was pointed out 
that the continuous decline in the share of the United 
Kingdom in the import trade of India had at last been 
checked and an advance recorded from 35-4 to 36:8 per 
cent. This steady process of regaining lost ground pro- 
ceeded during the year 1933-34. Notwithstanding a re- 
duction in the total imports of over Rs.17 crores, result- 
ing from a continuance of thedepression which pervaded 
the Indian market, imports from the United Kingdom 
only fell by Rs. 1-2 crores and her share of the total 
import trade rose from 86:8 to 41°2 per cent. 

This most satisfactory improvement in the relative 
position of the United Kingdom in the trade of her 
most important export market was accomplished in 
spite of a reduction of Rs. 34 crores in imports of 
British piece-goods. It is most encouraging to note 
that where the Ottawa preferences have operated the 
United Kingdom relative position has been improved, 
and, in many cases, shipments of United Kingdom 
soods have actually increased in face of a greatly 
reduced trade. The following are a few of the items 
where the influence of the Ottawa Trade Agreement 
is noticeable : —

All the above items are subject to preferential rates 
of duty. Under many other headings where preference 
is accorded, the relative position of United Kingdom 
goods has been improved notwithstanding a material 
decline in the total trade. In items where preference 
is not granted mention should be made of an increase 
in imports of British sugar machinery from Rs. 914 
lakhs to Rs. 196 lakhs.

The fall in total imports from Japan is remarkable, 
and is mainly accounted for by a reduction of Rs. 34 
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crores in imports of Japanese cotton piece-goods and a 
drop of Rs. 1} crores in artificial silk goods, which 
tends to show that the high import duties have had 
their effect. Germany has lost ground in such typical 
items as hardware, yellow metal and copper sheets and 
many other items in the bazaar trade; she has suffered 
partly from the competition of European countries 
which are off the gold standard but mainly from the 
competition of Japan. The further heavy fall in im- 
ports from the United States is accounted for by a 
drop in those of American raw cotton of over Rs. 3 
crores. The fall in the exchange value of the dollar 
improved the American competitive position in the 
latter half of the year, resulting in increased importa- 
tions of motor vehicles, hardware and machinery. Italy

DETAILS OF IMpoRTS FROM CHIEF SOURCES 


Imports into British India from the United Kingdom 
and the principal competing countries are dealt with in 
detail in H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner's Survey. 
The commodities covered include textiles; machinery 
and millwork; iron and steel; hardware; instruments, 
apparatus and appliances; leather; paints, provisions 
and oilman’s stores; paper and stationery; liquors; 
apparel and footwear; chemicals and drugs; dyes; glass 
and earthenware; and motor vehicles and tyres and 
tubes. 


BELGIUM 
ECONOMIC CONDITIONS IN 1933 


Belgian industry and trade were subjected to a severe 
strain in 1933, *writes the Commercial Counsellor to 
H.M. Embassy at Brussels. No branch of national 
activity was able to escape the effects of the persistent 
shrinkage in world trade; and though Belgium has 
striven hard to adapt herself to adverse conditions and 
succeeded on the whole in maintaining her position, a 
feeling of pessimism pervaded business circles towards 
the end of the year. 


The present situation is felt to be uneasy and pre- 
carious, while the future remains veiled in uncertainty. 
Total exports in the first ten months of 1933 amounted 
to 16°9 million tons, as against 16-0 million tons in the 
first ten months of 1932. The value of these exports, 
however, again declined—from 12,635 million francs to 
11,855 million frs. It is true that the relation between 
imports and exports remains satisfactory. It is also 
true that the proportional share of Belgium in world 
trade has increased; but these statements do not alter 
the essential fact that no improvement has taken place 
in the absolute value of exports. 


BarRrRiERS TO TRADE 


A small, highly industrialised country like Belgium 
can find but small compensation at home for the loss 
of overseas markets; so that if exports show a heavy 
decline for any considerable length of time it is certain 
that the country is being greatly impoverished. A 
corresponding contraction in imports and a favourable 
relation between a low level of imports and a low level 
of exports cannot in themselves bring back prosperity 
to a country which is unable to absorb more than a 
very small percentage of its own production. Most 
Belgians instinctively realise this. They know that 
Government intervention in the form of quotas, 
Customs duties and the like can never be more than a 
palliative. Indeed, such intervention may do more 
harm than good, for unless quotas be used with discre- 
tion, they may prove disadvantageous by checking the 
activity of the great ports like Antwerp, increasing 
costs of living and consequently of production. If costs 
are raised, then the only direction in which the indus- 
trialist can help himself to recapture lost markets is 
blocked. 


But even a compression in costs of production is in- 
sufficient to break down foreign Customs barriers and 
monetary restrictions; and it is only when the other 
countries of the world lower their barriers to trade that 
Belgium can make any genuine progress towards real 
recovery. Her prospects for the immediate future 
depend therefore not so much on the intervention of 
her own Government, nor on the efforts’ which her in- 
dustrialists make, but rather on the line of action which 
other Governments will pursue.

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BELGIAN COMMERCIAL POLICY 


It is interesting, in the light of the foregoing con- 
siderations, to review the trend of Belgian commercial 
policy in 1933. Until this year, the policy of successive 
Belgian Governments was criticised as being negative, 
opportunistic and unguided by any underlying principle; 
and a feeling sprang up that a more positive and 
vigorous policy was required in the face of the restric- 
tive measures imposed in other countries. 


A small Committee was accordingly appointed by 
the Government in September, 1933, to consider the 
lines on which Belgian commercial policy should 
develop, and the conclusions reached by this Com- 
mittee were approved by the Government and embodied 
in the statement of policy made by the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs in the Chamber of Representatives on 
November 30. In his speech on that occasion, M. 
Hymans summarised Belgian commercial policy under 
two heads:— 


1. To defend the internal market against dumped 
and abnormal imports. 


2. To practise an enlightened opportunism abroad, 
improve the trade balance on those markets where ex- 
ports had declined through Customs or currency 
measures ; use the country’s purchasing power over raw 
materials and cereals as a bargaining weapon; consoli- 
date her position on her good markets and finally 
strengthen relations with those countries whose 
currencies remain stable. 


This policy has already begun to receive its applica- 
tion in practice. The first point is, however, liable to 
receive an elastic interpretation; and the Government 
has found it difficult to resist demands for quotas from 
many branches of industry. Already in 1952 it was 
found necessary to impose Customs restrictions on the 
import of certain categories of goods; and in 1933 the 
sphere of Government intervention was considerably 
extended. A number of articles, both industrial and 
agricultural, have been subjected to quota restrictions 
during the year, and in some cases—such as rubber 
footwear and artificial silk goods—to mention only two 
—these restrictions have adversely affected United 
Kingdom trade. Strong pressure is being brought on 
the Government to impose similar restrictions on other 
categories of imports, and indications are not wanting 
that the Government may be led by slow degrees along 
the path of protection. 


Pusuic FINANCE 


In addition to this question of adapting commercial 
policy to present-day conditions, the other main pre- 
occupation of the Government has been public finance. 
A decisive effort was made in 1933 towards balancing 
the Budget, and thanks to the special powers granted 
to the Government by Parliament and the measures 
taken in consequence, this was achieved with a small 
surplus. The ordinary Budget estimates for 1934 
showed a surplus of 170 million frs., although revenue 
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SPECIAL ARTICLES—Continued 


estimates have been cautiously framed and based on 
the presumption that no improvement is to be foreseen 
in the present economic situation. The exchange value 
of the belga has remained unimpaired and the National 
Bank has continued to maintain a large gold reserve. 

There has been a continued contraction in the volume 
of banking business, the effect of which has been most 
felt by those banks having a close association with Bel- 
gian industry. Large sums have been applied to writing 
down the value of their participations in the capital 
of industrial enterprises but their prestige remains un- 
impaired. 


THE CoAL QUESTION 


One of the principal—and also most intricate—prob- 
lems with which the Government had to deal in 1933 
was the coal question, which incidentally vitally in- 
terests the United Kingdom. In spite of the heavy re- 
duction in imports brought about by successive quota 
restrictions, Belgian colliery-owners have not been satis- 
fied; and their dissatisfaction culminated in their de- 
nunciation of the wages agreement in October. The 
Government, faced by the threat of a miners’ strike, 
extricated themselves from the dilemma by the imposi- 
tion of a tax of 10 frs. per ton on all licences for the 
import of foreign coal, the proceeds of this tax being 
paid to the collieries in return for the maintenance of 
the wages agreement. The problem again became acute 
towards the end of the year, when negotiations for a 
new agreement with Germany broke down and the tax 
on licences was continued during the month of January 
as & provisional measure. Imports of British coal were 
seriously curtailed as a result of the licensing restric- 
tions and the uncertainty consequent on the continual 
changes made or projected in the quota. 


AGRICULTURE AND METAL INDUSTRIES 


The other branch of Belgian activity which has been 
most in the public eye is agriculture, to which con- 
siderable protection has been afforded. The most im- 
portant measure taken to assist farmers was the sub- 
sidy on wheat, which was followed by one on barley and 
by restrictions on the import of rye. Another measure 
taken to protect the farmer was the Farm Rents Bill, 
which permitted tenant farmers under certain condi- 
tions to secure a reduction in the rent payable under 
their leases. These and other measures which had been 
taken to defend the farmer in the home market, to- 
gether with a compression in costs of production, have 
assisted agriculture to adapt itself to the difficulties 
of the moment. 

The outstanding feature in the metallurgical industry 
in 1933 was the reconstruction on a new basis of the 
international steel cartel. But the improvement in trade 
and consequent rise in prices which had been hoped for 
have not been brought about, and mills have been work- 
ing far below their normal output. The average number 
of blast furnaces active, out of a total of 55, during the 
first ten months of 1933 was 33, one less than for the 
same period in 1932. The constructional engineering 
industry had a most unfavourable year. 

There has been a slight improvement in the zinc 
industry, which nevertheless continues to be adversely 
affected by the fall in sterling and by high foreign 
Customs duties. 


TEXTILE INDUSTRIES 


The textile industry showed little sign of improve- 
ment and continued to suffer from the general depres- 
sion, the fall in sterling and Customs tariffs and re- 
strictions in foreign countries. ‘Textile manufacturers 
have at various times made representations to the 
Government with a view to obtaining measures of pro- 
tection, and in the course of the year quotas were 
placed on various artificial silk goods, on men’s and 
women’s clothing and on ties, collars, cuffs and shirt 
fronts, while the special additional duty imposed in 
1932 on certain woollen and cotton goods is to continue 
in force until December 31, 1934. 

In regard to flax, the present season may be termed 
healthier than the preceding one, as stocks of high- 
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priced material have disappeared, and things are 
gradually shaping on more normal lines; but the flax 
industry is still affected by the general depression and 
no one can hope to see the high prices of 1927-28 
again. Linen mills are either working on short time or 
with only a part of their machinery. 

In regard to cotton, both spinning and weaving mills 
have been working much below capacity, foreign mar- 
kets being lost through restrictions on trade and 
Japanese competition. 

Activity in the jute industry has also been slack, 
though exports of yarn and cloth increased as compared 
with 1982. 

The woollen industry had a better year than the other 
branches of the textile trade, and exports of most 
classes of woollen yarns and manufactures have in- 
creased as compared with 1932, while most imports 
have slightly declined, but the industry has not had a 
good year. 

Foreign competition in the artificial silk market led 
to quotas on artificial silk yarns, certain rayon fabrics 
and silk and artificial silk hosiery fabrics. Manufac- 
turers of pure natural silk are now in a position to dye 
and finish their goods in Belgium in accordance with 
the best technical processes; and they are increasing 
their share of the trade in the home market. 


GLASS AND GLASS Propuwcts 


Exports of glass and glass products were over 9,000 
tons less in the first ten months of 1933 than for the 
corresponding period of 1932. It may be deduced from 
this fact that the Belgian glass industry continues, in 
spite of combines and agreements, to be hard hit by 
Customs barriers and other restrictions hampering 
trade, such as the special measures imposed by 
Australia on this commodity. Output generally was 
reduced, and during certain months the number of 
Fourcault tanks in operation has been as few as three 
out of a total of 20 existing for that process. As regards 
sheet glass, demand was maintained, and the new year 
opened under not unfavourable auspices. The demand 
for plate glass has been just about sufficient to cover the 
reduced output. The crystal and table glass section 
has had a poor year. The bottle industry has heavy 
stocks and sales were poor. 


Errorts TO IMPROVE T'RADE 


No branch of Belgian trade has escaped the depres- 
sion; and the Governor of the National Bank, in his 
report for 1933, characterises the year as a period of 
tenacious struggle, during which the heads of Belgian 
industrial enterprises have sought, by every means in 
their power, to adapt themselves to the new conditions 
arising out of the present economic situation. In spite 
of circumstances which have often been unfavourable, 
important progress has, he remarks, been made in this 
direction. 

This effort of adaptation to the situation arising from 
a greatly diminished export trade may be summarised 
briefly as follows :— 


1. Efforts have been made, not without success, 
to capture a larger share in the home market 
by propaganda on behalf of Belgian goods 
and by lower prices to meet foreign com- 
petition. 

2. In an attempt to recapture markets which have 
been lost, through Customs and other 
barriers, Belgian manufacturers have 
lowered wages, costs of production and 
prices. 


3. New markets have been sought to replace those 
closed by trade barriers. A floating exhibi- 
tion of Belgian goods visited the Scandina- 
vian countries during the year, and a further 
exhibition was projected for the Near 
Eastern countries to leave in January, 1934, 
but had to be abandoned. A commercial 
mission has gone to certain of the Near 
Eastern countries. 
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In connection with this aspect, it is interesting to 
note that Belgium has improved her position in certain 
overseas markets. This is particularly the case in 
Japan, to which country Belgian exports of metallur- 
gical products rose from 71,000 tons in the first ten 
months of 1932 to 258,000 tons in the corresponding 
period of 1933. 


TRADE WITH THE UNITED KINGDOM 


Trade with the United Kingdom again declined. 
Imports from the United Kingdom dropped in quantity 
in the first ten months of the year from 1,444,000 tons 
to 1,169,000 tons and in value from 1,181 million frs. 
to 1,096 million frs. 

Exports to the United Kingdom fell from 1,789,000 
tons in the first ten months of 1932 to 1,481,000 tons 
in the corresponding period of 1933, the fall in value 
being from 2,061 million frs. to 1,432 million frs. 

Belgium therefore still retains a favourable balance 
of visible trade with the United Kingdom, which, in 
spite of the decline in tonnage shipped from Belgium 
since the abandonment of the gold standard by the 
United Kingdom, is the third best customer of 
Belgium, coming after France and Holland. As a 
supplier to Belgium, the United Kingdom takes fourth 
place after France, Germany and Holland. 

The decrease in the tonnage of British exports to 
Belgium was due to the large drop under mineral 
products, which fell from 1,279,000 tons to 976,000 
tons. in most other sections, the quantities of British 
exports showed an increase over the year 1932. This 
was true of food products and drinks, chemical and 
pharmaceutical products, textile products, clothing, 
rubber goods, paper and its applications, worked stone, 
etc., metals and metallic products, and vehicles. The 
statistics, therefore, for the first ten months of 1933 
are not unsatisfactory from the point of view of the 
United Kingdom. They indicate that in the aggregate 
United Kingdom firms more than held their own in the 
Belgian market, as compared with 1932. The increases 
under textile products and metals and works thereof 
are particularly gratifying. The quantity of textile 
products shipped to Belgium rose in the ten months 
period from 5-4 thousand tons to 7-1 thousand tons. 
As regards metals and works thereof the rise in quan- 
tity was from 37,000 tons to 51,000 tons. 

In certain branches of trade there are indications that 
the United Kingdom is beginning to find a real footing 
for the first time in the Belgian market. This is 
notably the case for motor cars, toys, wireless goods, 
and photographic apparatus. In other lines—such as 
ciné films, domestic electrical appliances, etc.—an 
opening for the United Kingdom firms who are able to 
compete undoubtedly exists. Favourable factors which 
should benefit United Kingdom firms are their reputa- 
tion for quality and correctness in business matters; 
the favourable rate of exchange; the surprising resist- 
ance of the internal market to the crisis, and the 
absence of vexatious restrictions on the transfer of 
money.

BRITISH INDIA 
WEATHER AND CROPS 


The Department of Commercial Intelligence and 
Statistics reports as follows on the weather and crops in 
India for the weeks ended on the dates stated :— 


MoNnsSOON AND RAINFALL 


Bombay, June 11.—The monsoon has broken. Six inches 
of rain in four hours were recorded here to-day. 


Calcutta, June 10.—There was rainfall, associated with 
thunderstorms, in Lower Burma on three days, in Assam 
and Malabar on two and in Burma on one day. 


Crop CoNDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


Madras, June 2.—The weather has been fair. Rain has 
fallen in Trichinopoly and Tanjore. The paddy crop is 
withering in North Arcot owing to insufficient water supply 
but standing crops are otherwise in fair condition. 


Bihar and Orissa, June 5.—There has been rainfall every- 
where except in Shahabad, Hazaribagh and Palamau, where 
no rain has fallen. Rain has been heavy in parts of Purnea. 
Standing crops, including sugarcane, are in good condition. 
The harvesting of Dalua paddy continues in Puri and the 
sowing of jute and bhadoi crops is progressing. Rain is 
urgently needed in Orissa and Chota Nagpur. 


Central Provinces, June 2.—The weather has been hot, 
windy and cloudy. 


Bombay, June 9.—The weather has been fair. Rain has 
fallen in Karnatak but is badly needed everywhere for sow- 
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ing and early-sown khariff crops. Caterpillars are attack- 
ing cotton in the Godavari canal district and sugarcane is 
reported to be suffering from tipburn and stemborer in 
Sind. Lack of rain and hot winds have damaged cotton 
germinations. 


Bengal, June 11.—Except for heavy showers in some 
places rain has generally been light to moderate and more 
is needed for field operations for winter paddy in West 
Bengal. The sowing of autumn crops is nearly finished. 
Prospects for standing crops are fair. 


Assam, June 11.—There has been seasonable weather and 
crop prospects are fair.—Indian Trade Commissioner in 
London.

Most of the increases are therefore in goods constituting 
semi-manufactures or raw material for the Danish in- 
dustries but under this heading piece-goods show progress. 
Tallow, oils, etc., is mostly mineral oil, therefore a re- 
export group as regards the United Kingdom. Vehicles, 
etc., show the progress in motor Cars. 


Among decreases, flour is down partly because Canadian 
and United States flour is now no longer admitted on 
British import licences. Flour from these countries used 
to go to swell the statistics of Danish imports from the 
United Kingdom. The same applies to the group “ fruit,” 
where, for instance, South African fruit if paid for in the 
United Kingdom was classified as imported from the United 
Kingdom. 


Imports under the group ‘‘ Articles of clothing, including 


footwear,’’ decreased by 685,000 kr., and the group 
‘‘ goods of clay, stone and glass’”’ remained practically 
stationary.

TALLINN 

The total turnover of foreign trade during April last was 
8664,200 kroons, imports representing 4,324,900 krs., as 
compared with 2,412,400 krs. in April, 1933, while exports 
totalled 4,339,300 krs. and 1,992,500 krs., respectively, a 
balance in favour of exports of 14,400 krs. 


The total value of imports for the first four months of the 
current year was 15,882,800 krs., as against 8,547,800 krs. 
a year earlier, while exports totalled 15,139 300 krs. and 
8 939,400 krs., respectively, a balance in favour of imports 
for the current year of 743,500 krs. 


As regards imports, Great Britain took second place 
during April with goods to a value of 637,500 krs, while Ger- 
many supplied 819,500 krs. Great Britain imported Estonian 
goods to a value of 1,411,600 krs., as against 716,800 krs. 
imported by Germany, which latter country ranked second 
in the list of purchasing countries.

FINLAND 


FOREIGN TRADE IN APRIL 


The British Commercial Secretary at Helsingfors reports 
that the trade returns for April show a continued liveliness 
in Finnish foreign trade both in respect of imports and 
exports. The total turnover in April amounted to 689-9 
million Finnish marks, as against 596-6 million F.mks. in 
the previous month and 511-5 million F.mks. in April, 1933. 
During the first four months of this year the volume of 
foreign trade reached 2,412°8 million F.mks., which com- 
pared with the same period in 1933 is an increase of more 
than 23 per cent. 


The revival was again more pronounced in respect of 
imports, which were valued at 369-9 million F.mks., as 
against 316-7 million F.mks. in March and 257 million 
F.mks. in April 1933. During the first four months of 1934 
the total import trade reached 1,246-6 million F.mks., as 
compared with 917-9 million F.mks. in the same period of 
1933, an increase of nearly 36 per cent., and compared with 
1931, when imports were at their lowest, an increase of more 
than 70 per cent. 


With regard to exports, statistics show a steady con- 
tinuation in the expansion of the export trade. The value 
of exports in April was 320-0 million F.mks., as against 
279-9 million F.mks. in March and 254-5 million F'.mks. in 
April, 1933. During the first four months of the present 
year exports totalled 1,166-2 million F.mks., as compared 
with 1,039-6 million F.mks. in 1933, and also exceeded the 
figures for the same period of all previous years with the 
exception of 1930. In value exports are now on the level 
of the boom years of 1928-1930, in spite of present prices 
being much lower than at that time. With regard to quan- 
tity, the index figure of exports for the first four months of 
this year, on the basis of 1913 = 100, is 270, or an increase 
of 30 per cent. over the same period in 1930, which clearly 
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shows the development that has taken place in Finland’s 
export trade. 


TRADE BALANCE 


It will be seen from the figures given above that imports 
exceeded exports in April by 49-8 million F.mks. and during 
the first four months by 80-5 million F.mks. This adverse 
balance is, however, looked upon with composure in economic 
circles, as it is considered that by the end of the year a 
considerable surplus of exports will have accrued.

Sources oF IMPORTS 


Imports from the United Kingdom in April were valued at 
72-4 million F.mks., as compared with 66-2 million F.mks. 
in March and 42:9 million F.mks. in April, 1933. Although 
imports from the United Kingdom increased in April as 
compared with the previous month, the United Kingdom’s 
share of the total import trade declined from 20-9 per cent. 
in March to 19-9 per cent. in April. Nevertheless the per- 
centage is greater than for April, 1933, when the United 
Kingdom supplied only 16-7 per cent. of Finland’s total 
imports. During the first four months of this year imports 
from the United Kingdom were valued at 270-1 million 
F.mks., or 21-7 per cent. of the total import trade, as com- 
pared with 168-3 million F.mks. and 18-3 per cent. for the 
same period of 1933. 


In April, Germany rose to first place as supplier of goods 
to Finland, and imports from Germany in that month were 
valued at 84-2 million F.mks., or 22-7 per cent. of the total 
import trade, as compared with 57-2 million F.mks. and 
18-1 per cent. in March. The conclusion of the Commercial 
Treaty between Finland and Germany and the removal of 
the partial ban on the import into Finland of certain Ger- 
man goods is responsible for this very substantial increase. 
Nevertheless, Germany’s share of the import trade in April 
was still considerably below that of April, 1933, and it seems 
unlikely that she will again obtain so large a share as 
formerly. Other principal suppliers to Finland are Sweden 
and the United States. Imports from the former country 
during the first four months were valued at 137-8 million 
F.mks. and from the latter country 100-3 million F.mks. 


FRANCE 


DISTRIBUTION OF TRADE, JANUARY—APRIL 
(From the British Embassy) 
Paris 
The returns of French, foreign trade with individual 


countries, as summarised in the daily press, show that in 
the first four months of the year the value of imports from 
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Great Britain amounted to 613 million francs, as against 
688 million frs. in the corresponding period of 1933, a de- 
crease of 76 million frs., or 11-0 per cent. There was a rise 
in imports from Australia, Egypt and Japan (about 42 
million frs.), but a fall in those from all other foreign 
countries separately classified in the returns. 


The value of French exports to Great Britain in the 
period under review amounted to 544 million frs., as against 
546 million frs., a decrease of two million frs., or 0-3 per 
cent. There was a rise in exports to Austria, Czecho- 
slovakia, Denmark, Estonia, Finland, Germany, Greece, 
Irish Free State, Italy, Latvia, Lithuania, Poland, 
Roumania, the Soviet Union, Sweden, Switzerland, Turkey, 
the United States and Yugoslavia, but a fall in those to all 
other foreign countries separately classified. 


The value of French imports from foreign countries 
during the first four months of 1934 amounted to 6,802 
million frs., as against 7,996 million frs. in the first four 
months of 1933, a decrease of 1,194 million frs., or 15-0 per 
cent., and of exports to 4,125 million frs., as against 3,999 
million frs., an increase of 126 million frs., or 3-1 per cent. 
The value of imports from French Colonies and Protec- 
torates amounted to 1,890 million frs., as against 2,241 
million frs., a decrease of 351 million frs. (15-7 per cent.) 
and of exports to 1,858 million frs., as against 2,060 million 
frs., a decrease of 202 million frs. (9-8 per cent.). 


French trade with foreign countries consequently showed 
an unfavourable balance of 2,677 million frs., as against one 
of 3,997 million frs., while trade with the Colonies and 
Protectorates showed an unfavourable balance of 32 million 
frs., as against one of 181 million frs.

During the first quarter of the current year imports 
totalled 76-6 million pengé (70-1 in 1933) and exports to 97-5 
million pengé (78-6 in 1933). There was thus an active 
balance for the first three months of 1934 amounting to 20-9 
million pengé in comparison with an active balance of 8-5 
million pengé during the same period of 1933. 


In the month of March there was an increase in the 
imports of electrical machines and apparatus, raw hides, 
petroleum and coke as compared with a decrease in raw 
tobacco and fresh fruit.

According to recent officjal statistics, the total value of 
Norway’s imports in April was 63-8 million kroner, and of 
exports 45:2 million kr. The total value of imports during 
the four months January-April was 245-4 million kr., com- 
pared with 207 million kr. in 1933 and 224-3 million kr, in 
1932. The value of exports in millions of kroner during the 
same period of the years in question was 190-5, 177-1 and 
187-3, respectively. The groups in which imports increased 
during the first four months of the current year were seeds 
and strong feeding stuffs, textiles, raw and semi-manufac- 
tured metals, and ships, vehicles and machinery. In the 
case of exports the chief increases related to wood pulp, 
minerals and metals. The group comprising foodstuffs

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 


BUSINESS CONDITIONS 


According to the fortnightly cable received by the London 
Office of the Guaranty Trust Company of New York, the 
general business trend in the United States last week con- 
tinued upward, although there was less activity in the 
distributive trades than earlier in the year. Some appre- 
hension regarding strike threats and the prolonged drought 
in the North-West and the South-West has materially re- 
tarded the business stimulation which was expected after 
the inauguration of the Administration’s relief measures. 
Railway freight loadings for the week ended May 26 were 
624,567 cars, being 13,425 above the preceding week, 79,016 
above a year ago and 103,318 above two years ago. Produc- 
tion of electricity for the week ended May 26 was 10:8 per

cent. above a year ago; this is the smallest gain above the 
corresponding month a year ago since last January. Factory 
employment for the month ended April 30 increased 1-9 
per cent., and payrolls rose 3-9 per cent. The factory em- 
ployment level on April 15 was approximately the same as 
that of December, 1930. The index of farm prices on 
May 15 and the month earlier was 74, against 62 the year 
earlier. The index of prices of the commodities the farmers 
purchase was 121, against 120 the month earlier and 102 the 
year earlier. 

The average daily crude oil production for the week ended 
May 26 was 2,492,500 barrels, as against 2,514,050 in the 
preceding week and 2,634,550 a year ago. Steel production 
last week rose from 58 per cent. to 59 per cent. of capacity. 
The satisfactory current deliveries are overshadowed by 
general expectation of a decline in operations in July, labour 
disturbances and drought. There was a substantial gain in 
pig iron shipments in May. Non-ferrous markets last week 
continued quiet; there were no new developments in tin; 
fair support of silver, but poor interest in copper, the result 
of code difficulties. Lead buying was fairly active despite 
large orders being placed the preceding week. Bituminous 
coal production for the week ended May 19 was 6,225,000 
tons, as against 6,237,000 tons in the preceding week and 
5,050,000 tons a year ago. 

Professor Irving Fisher’s index of wholesale commodity 
prices for the week ended June 2 was 75-8, as against 75-5 
the week before and 75:4 the fortnight before.

LEAGUE OF NATIONS 


CONVENTION FOR SIMPLIFICATION OF 
CUSTOMS FORMALITIES 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of April 6, 
1933 (page 537), the Board of Trade are informed that Iraq 
has acceded to the International Convention relating to the 
simplification of Customs formalities and Protocol, signed 


at Geneva on November 3, 1923. 


INTERNATIONAL CONVENTION ON THE STAMP 
LAWS IN CONNECTION WITH BILLS OF 
EXCHANGE AND PROMISSORY NOTES SIGNED 
AT GENEVA ON JUNE 7, 1930 


Notice of accession to this Convention by His Majesty 
the King in respect of Great Britain and Northern Ireland 
was deposited with the Secretariat of the League of Nations 
on April 18, 1934; the accession will come into effect on the 
ninetieth day from that date. 

Under the Convention the Contracting Parties under- 
take, if their laws do not already make provision to this 
effect, to alter them so that the validity of obligations 
arising out of a bill of exchange or a promissory note or the 
exercise of the rights that flow therefrom shall not be sub- 
ordinated to the provisions concerning the stamp. The law 
in Great Britain was brought into conformity with the 
requirements of the Convention by Section 42 of the 
Finance Act, 1933, and in Northern Ireland by Section 2 
of the Finance Act (Northern Ireland), 1933. 

The Convention, which entered into force on January 1, 
1934, has been ratified by the following countries :—Austria,, 
Belgium, Denmark, Finland, Germany, Italy, Japan, the 
Netherlands, Norway, Sweden and Switzerland. 


GERMANY—URUGUAY 
COMMERCIAL AGREEMENT 


The Board of Trade are informed that ratifications have 
now been exchanged of a commercial agreement that was 
signed at Montevideo on January 18, 1933, between Ger- 
many and Uruguay. The Agreement entered into force on 
May 17 and is concluded for a period of two years. It con- 
tinues in force thereafter subject to six months’ notice of 
denunciation by either Party. 

Under the Agreement each Party accords to the other 
most-favoured-nation treatment in all matters relating to

Customs duties and charges and in all that concerns Customs 
formalities and similar matters whether on the importation 
of goods into the territories of the other or on the exporta- 
tion of goods therefrom.

(a) to concessions granted to adjoining States to 
facilitate frontier traffic (as a general rule not 
exceeding beyond 15 kilometres each side of the 
frontier) ; 

(b) to benefits derived from the Customs union; and 

(c) to any advantages which Uruguay may grant to 
other South American countries or Germany may 
grant to other European countries in respect of 
articles produced or manufactured by such 
countries, 


SPAIN—SALVADOR 


PROLONGATION OF COMMERCIAL 
AGREEMENT

IRISH FREE STATE. 
CUSTOMS TARIFF CHANGES 


H.M. Trade Commissioner at Dublin has forwarded to 
the Board of Trade a copy of the Irish Free State ‘“‘ Finance 
Bill, 1934,’’ which incorporates the Financial Resolutions 
passed by the Dail Eireann recently, details of which were 
given in the “‘ B.T.J.’’? of May 17 (pages 764 to 773). 

The Bill provides for slight amendments to the Financial 
Resolutions Nos. 4 and 6, as follows:— 


Financial Resolution No. 4: 

(1) The introduction of a licensing provision for 
duty-free importation under Reference No. 9 in the 
First Schedule—Spades and Shovels (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.,”’ 
page 765). 

(2) The exemption from Customs duty under Refer- 
ence No. 12 (a) of the First Schedule, of disinfectants, 
etc., which before use normally require any process of 
preparation other than the addition of water (see the 
‘* B.T.J.,’’ page 765). 

(3) The exemption from Customs duty under Refer- 
ence Nos. 21 and 22 of the First Schedule on return to 
the Irish Free State of certain Lrish Free State manu- 
factures of linen, union, etc., articles, and of certain 
linen, union, etc., piece-goods sent abroad for proofing 
(see the ‘‘ B.T.J.,’’ page 766). 

(4) The exemption from Customs duty under Refer- 
ence No. 22 of the First Schedule of proofed linen, 
union, etc., piece-goods (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.,’’ page 766). 

(5) The exemption from Customs duty under Refer- 
ence No. 24 of the First Schedule of component parts 
of sparking plugs not made of metal (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.,”’ 
page 767). 

(6) The exemption from Customs duty under Refer- 
ence No. 41 of the First Schedule of lubricating oil in 
containers of a capacity of more than 35 gallons. 
(Formerly the limit was 40 gallons. See the “‘ B.T.J.,”’ 
page 768.)

SOUTH-WEST AFRICA 
IMPORTATION OF BUTTER PROHIBITED 


‘“The South-West Africa Gazette ’’ of April 16 contains 
copy of Proclamation No. 8 of 1934, dated March 29, 1934, 
which provides that from and after that date the importation 
of butter into South-West Africa from countries other 
than the Union of South Africa, Bechuanaland Protectorate, 
Southern and Northern Rhodesia and Swaziland, shall be 
prohibited, except under licence granted by the Admini- 
strator for such quantities during such period and on such 
conditions as the Administrator may in his discretion 
determine. 

The prohibition does not apply to any butter which, prior 
to the date of publication of the Proclamation, has been 
shipped or dispatched to a destination in South-West Africa 
from any place outside South-West Africa. 


UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA 
REBATES OF CUSTOMS DUTIES 


Proclamation No. 42 of 1934 states that, subject to the 
prescribed regulations, a rebate of the full Customs duty 
payable is to be allowed on, inter alia, the following articles 
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when imported into the Union by a manufacturer for use 
in the respective industries specified hereunder :— 


Fruit and Vegetable Products Manufacturing Industry. 


Cherries, preserved, not crystallised, for use as an 
ingredient in canned fruit salad for export.

FOREIGN 


ARGENTINA 
EXCHANGE CONTROL (CERTIFIED INVOICE) 


The Argentine Exchange Control Regulations promul- 
gated in November last provided, inter alia, that on declar- 
ing goods at the Customs, importers must furnish, in addi- 
tion to the usual documents, a copy of the commercial in- 
voice bearing the visa of an Argentine Consular officer. Sub- 
sequent decrees of the Ministry of Finance, however, 
authorised the acceptance, until June 30, of sworn state- 
ments as to value made by the importer, and the Com- 
mercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Buenos Aires reports, 
by telegraph, that the period during which importers’ sworn 
statements will be accepted in lieu of the commercial invoice 
with consular visa, has been extended to August 31. 

Consular certificates of origin are still required. 


AUSTRIA 


MODIFICATION OF DUTIES ON MOTOR CARS 
(AGREEMENT WITH FRANCE) 


The ‘‘ Bundesgesetzblatt ’’ of May 5, 1934, contains a 
Proclamation, dated April 25, 1934, which withdraws, as 
from April 22, 1934, the undermentioned conventional duties 
on motor cars accorded under the Franco-Austrian Trade 
Agreement of May 16, 1928. The denunciation was made 
under the provisions of Article 1 of the Protocol to the 
Agreement signed on June 9, 1933 (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of 
August 17, 1933 (page 239) ):—

BELGIUM 
MARKING OF CREAM 


The ‘‘ Moniteur Belge’’ of May 31 contains a Decree 
dated May 23 and effective on August 31, concerning the 
marking of cream in Belgium. 


The Decree provides for the compulsory marking of re- 
ceptacles containing the cream with the words ‘‘ Cream,”’’ 
‘‘ Cream for Whipping,’’ or ‘‘ Diluted Cream ”’ (according 
to the nature of the contents) in clear letters at least 3 mms. 
high. In the case of ‘‘ Diluted Cream,’’ the percentage of 
fat is to be clearly shown. These marking requirements do 
not apply to cream of any kind imported exclusively for 
the manufacture of butter. 


Provision is made for “ Artificial Cream’’ to be so 
marked by means of a label attached to the receptacle 
bearing the words ‘ Artificial Cream.”’

NEW CUSTOMS TARIFF

the publication of the Decree will pay the new rates of 
import duty.

CLASSIFICATION OF TRACTORS 


The Commercial Secretary at Cairo reports that according 
to the Egyptian ‘‘ Official Gazette,’’ dated April 19, tractors 
other than those fitted for transport purposes are classifi- 
able under Article 757 of the Customs Tariff and are subject 
to a duty of £1..4 per metric ton weight. Those fitted for 
transport purposes will continue to be classified under 
Article 804 and pay a duty of 15 per cent. ad valorem. 


FINLAND 


REGULATIONS GOVERNING THE IMPORT OF 
COKE 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Helsing- 
fors has forwarded a translation of a Decree (No. 232 of 
May 18, 1934), and of a Ministerial Resolution (No. 233 of 
May 24, 1934) issued thereunder relating to the supervision 
of the importation of coke into Finland, by the State Coal 
Committee appointed in accordance with Part II of the 
Protocol to the Anglo-Finnish Trade Agreement of Septem- 
ber, 1933. The Decree lays down that coke may only be 
imported after June 30, 1934, on the basis of a certificate 
of registration. The regulations issued under the Decree 
are set out below :— 


(1) Certificates of origin and of registration covering all 
shipments of coke imported into the country shall be sub- 
mitted to the customs house. 


(2) The importation of coke shall be supervised and the 
certificate of registration mentioned in paragraph 5 shall 
be issued by the State Coal Committee, appointed on the 
basis of the Resolution of the Ministry of Finance of 
April 12, 1934. 


(3) The State Coal Committee shall keep a register of all 
coke importers in the country, of all contracts for import 
of coke made by them, and of all shipments of coke im- 
ported into the country on the basis of such contracts. 


(4) Whoever intends to import coke into the country 
during the period July 1 to June 30 of the following year 
must, in order to be included in the list of coke importers, 
valid during the said import period, notify the State Coal 
Committee in writing not later than fifteen days before 
the commencement of such import period. 


The State Coal Committee shall upon request furnish 
a list of registered coke importers. 
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(5) Coke may be imported only by virtue of a certificate 
issued by the State Coal Committee to the effect that the 
coke importer has registered this import with the Com- 
mittee. 

The certificate of registration must be presented to the 
customs authorities at the port where the coke is unloaded, 
or at the frontier station at the point of entry. 


(6) Any coke importer, who has made a contract for the 
import of coke into the country, must give notice in good 
time but not later than ten days before the first import 
is to take place according to the terms of the contract, 
for the purpose of registration with the State Coal Com- 
mittee, which will issue a certificate of registration thereof. 

In the said notification the date of the contract, the 
names of the contracting parties, the quantity contracted, 
the country of origin and the dates of delivery must be 
given. 

(7) The customs authorities at the port where the coke 
is unloaded or at the frontier station at the point of entry 
shall submit without delay to the State Coal Committee a 
statement showing the country of origin of the coke, the 
name of the vessel, the quantity of the cargo, the name and 
address of the receiver and the number of the certificate 
of registration. 

The customs authorities must make a note on the cer- 
tificate of registration of the date, the port of import or 
frontier station of entry and the quantity of coke imported. 


(8) Any receiver or intermediary of an incoming cargo of 
coke must inform the State Coal Committee without delay 
of the name of the importer, or if several participate in 
the import, the quantity of coke imported by each importer. 


(9) Whoever has not fulfilled within the period stipulated 
his obligation to give notification in accordance with para- 
graphs 4 and 6, or has not submitted to the State Coal 
Committee the declaration referred to in paragraph 8, or 
other information relating to the import of coke, or has 
given incorrect information shall be refused the right to 
register coke contracts. 


FRANCE 


REDUCED IMPORT TAX ON UNITED KINGDOM 
GOODS 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of March 29 
(page 502) regarding the reduction of the import tax on 
goods imported into France when originating in and coming 
from the United Kingdom and certain British Colonies, it 
should be noted that a recent issue of the ‘ Bulletin 
Douanier ’’ states that the reduced import tax applies to 
goods from England, Scotland, Wales, Northern Ireland and 
the Isle of Man, Ceylon, Straits Settlements, Malay States 
and Hong Kong. 

When goods originating in these countries are not im- 
ported into France direct, a certificate of origin must be pro- 
duced in order to secure the benefit of the reduced tax. 


RENEWAL OF IMPORT QUOTA: COFFEE 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of June 5 announces that 
the amount of coffee which may be imported into France 
during the month of June is 165,500 quintals, of which 
40,500 quintals is for countries other than Brazil and Haiti. 
Import continues to be subject to licence. 


IMPORT OF PRINTING PAPER 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘B.T.J.’’ of December 7 last (page 822), it should be 
noted that the French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ” of June 5 con- 
tains an Order, dated June 4, which increases from 65,000 
to 73,000 metric tons the quantity of machine-made paper 
intended for the direct printing of newspapers and 
periodicals which may be imported into France at reduced 
rates of duty and under licence during 1934. The United 
Kingdom share has been increased from 819 to 893 metric 
tons. 


FRENCH EQUATORIAL AFRICA (GABOON) 


INCREASED DUTIES ON CERTAIN FATS, 
OILSEEDS, ETC. 


With reference to the notice in the “‘ B.T.J.” of April 5 
(page 586) regarding the proposal to increase the surtaxes

levied in Gaboon on foreign (non-French) animal and fish

The Board of Trade have been informed that the Reich 
Coal Controller has notified the figure of German coal con- 
sumption for April, 1934, at 8,113,000 metric tons, i.e. an 
increase of 8 per cent. over 74 million metric tons. In 
accordance with the provisions of the Trade Agreement of 
April 13, 1933, between this country and Germany, the quota 
for the importation into the German Customs area of coal 
and coke from the United Kingdom for June, 1934, has, 
therefore, been correspondingly increased from the mini- 
mum of 180,000 to 194,400 metric tons. 


HUNGARY

ITALY 


TAX ON COTTON IMPORTS 


The ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale ’’ (Rome) of May 14 contains a 
Ministerial Decree, dated May 3, which provides for the 
levy of a tax of 0-30 lire per kilog. (gross weight), on im- 
ported cotton, raw or dyed, or cotton waste, raw or dyed 
(not including linters). The Tax is payable to the Customs 
on import, and the proceeds are to be devoted to the 
‘“‘ Italian Cotton Institute ’’ set up by a Royal Decree-Law 
of March 3, 1934. 


LATVIA 


IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of Janu- 
ary 11, 1934 (page 71), H.M. Consul at Riga has forwarded 
a translation of a Decree amending the Law regarding the 
Regulation of Imports as follows :— 


Foreign goods may be imported into Latvia only with the 
permission of the Goods Import Control Commission. The 
quantity and value of goods to be admitted, and if required 
also quotas in respect of individual classes of goods, shall be 
determined by the Goods Import Control Commission. 


The Minister of Finance shall be entitled, at the sug- 
gestion of the Import Control Commission, to publish lists 
of goods for the importation of which permits will not be 
required from the Goods Import Control Commission. 


When fixing the quantities and value of goods to be 
imported during a certain period, the Commission shall take 
into consideration quotas awarded to various foreign 
countries on the strength of trade or compensating agree- 
ments concluded with such countries. 


The above amendments came into force on June 1, 1934. 


NETHERLANDS 


IMPORT RESTRICTION ON 
(RENEWAL) 


The Board of Trade have received particulars of a Royal 
Decree (No. 35 of May 30), which restricts the importation 
of matches into the Netherlands for a further period of 
three months (June 1 to September 1, 1934), the quota 
allotted being 30 per cent. of the average quantity imported 
from each individual country per three months of the basis 
years 1932 and 1933. 


Certificates of origin are required for all consignments, 
other than parcel post consignments not destined for the 
trade.

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PROHIBITION OF SUGAR IMPORTS 


H.M. Representative at Batavia reports that a Goverp. 
ment Ordinance was approved and signed by the Governor. 
General on April 12, 1934, which prohibits, for a period of 
twelve months, the importation of sugar into the Customs 
area of Netherland East Indies. The prohibition algo 
applies to the re-importation of sugar of Netherland East 
Indian origin, provided such sugar required no export 
licence under the provisions of the Sugar Export Ordinance 
of 1931. 


ROUMANIA 


QUOTA SYSTEM—EXEMPTION FROM IMPORT 
LICENCE REQUIREMENT OF SMALL 
CONSIGNMENTS 


With reference to the notice in the ‘“‘ B.T.J.’’ of May 2% 
(page 806), regarding the application of the quota system 
in Roumania, the Commercial Secretary at Bucharest has 
forwarded a translation of a Customs Circular (No. 59001 
of May 30, 1934) which provides that small consignments, 
up to a maximum value of 2,000 lei (including the Customs 
duty), of goods which are subject to the quota regime, shall 
be exempt from import licence requirement even if they 
are packed in the same case as other goods which are not 
subject to quota restrictions. It is not permitted to divide 
parcels of goods arriving in Roumania which are subject 
to quota restriction and are over 2,000 lei in value into 
smaller parcels for separate submission to the Customs. 


SPAIN 


PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports, by telegraph, that the rate of surcharge for the 
period June 10 to 20 in respect of import and export 
duties, Customs fines, etc., paid in Spanish silver coins or 
notes of the Bank of Spain has been fixed at 138-57 per cent. 

(This applies to 75 per cent. of the duties, the remaining 
25 per cent. as notified in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of January 2, 1930, 
being payable in gold coin or in gold currency cheques 
drawn on or endorsed by qualified Spanish banks or foreign 
banks established in Spain. For certain classes of goods, 
however, the whole duty is payable in gold coin or in gold 
currency cheques.)

(Separate volumes can also be 
purchased.) 

The Scandinavian Sectional Meeting of the World Power

Rideal-Walker Coefficient of Disinfectants. 

The British Standards Institution have just issued a British 
Standard Technique for determining the Rideal-Walker Co- 
efficient of Disintectants which is recommended for general 
adoption by ail who purchase and supply disinfectant on the 
basis of a Rideal-Walker coefficient. 

The Rideal-Walker method of comparing disinfectants was 
first published in 1903. Since then modifications have been 
suggested in the procedure, not only by the authors of the test 
but also by other workers, with the result that at the present 
moment there are several variants of the method in use. This 
has led to a great deal of confusion and to numerous disputes 
between buyers and sellers of disinfectants because of the lack 
of certainty as to the details of the method by which the 
Rideal-Walker coefficient of the particular disinfectant had 
been estimated. Since numerous buyers of disinfectants all 
over the world specify that the material they require must 
have a certain Rideal-Walker coefficient, it is of the greatest 
importance that any ambiguity as to the exact technique to 
be employed should be removed. 

With this end in view, the procedure set out in the British 
Standard technique was drawn up after a careful series of 
investigations had been made in regard to the points which 
were likely to influence the resultant Rideal-Walker coefficient. 
No departure from the original technique has been made, nor 
has any complication been introduced, unless actual experi- 
ence has shown that some modification or alteration was 
absolutely necessary. 

The object of the standardised technique is to ensure that 
the buyer and the seller, when a particular Rideal-Walker co- 
efficient is part of the requirements for the disinfectant, both 
use mrocieely the same method when determining this co- 
efficient on samples of bulk deliveries. Its chief application 
is for coal-tar disinfectants. 

In the present state of knowledge there is no laboratory 
test which is generally accepted as a reliable index of the dis- 
infectant capacity of all types of disinfectants under every 
condition of use. It should, therefore, be clearly understood 
that the publication of this British Standard Technique for 
determining the Rideal-Walker Coefficient of Disinfectants 
implies no endorsement or otherwise of its value as an indica- 
tion of the disinfectant potency of the preparation tested, in 
comparison with that of phenol, under practical conditions. It 
therefore follows that the Rideal-Walker coefficient, even when 
determined by the Standard Technique, does not necessarily 
indicate the comparative value of different disinfectants under 
practical conditions of use. 

In the development of the present technique of the Rideal- 
Walker test every stage of the procedure has been the subject 
of the closest analysis, as the result of which enquiry it has 
become evident that the strictest adherence to every detail is 
essential if concordant results are to be secured by different 
workers.
